The Planning Board reviews and comments upon proposed zoning ordinances, including both the full 

text of such ordinances and maps showing proposed district boundaries.  After conducting a public 

meeting, the planning board makes a written recommendation regarding adoption of the ordinance to 

the city council.  All proposed amendments to the zoning ordinance or zoning map are submitted to the 

planning board for review and comment.
